The New Cousiituliou, 

»'The new, or as he facetiously terms 
It, six-by-nine Oonstilution,'' bas fonu- 
ed tho subject ot two leading arlioles in 
oar oonleinporarj»8 colamas in the coarse 
-""•■of five days, and in-bolh instanooB iho 
writer has gone after tho local Govoni- 
ment ffithqut gloveg. Now,, we beliovo 
in the' leverest cftBtlgation of official 
wroQg.doing under the present oonsHla- 
tioD, the pou being really the only wea- 
pon iu the hands of the people ; but u 
is always wall to ascertain first whore 
the blame really lies, as iudiscrimiaate 
and undeserved attack is oaloulated to 
blunt the weapon. In BO far as the 
blame lor tho iuoxcusable delay which 
has taken place in preparing and pro- 
mulgating tho new OonBtitniion is 
ooncorned, wo arc disposed to believe 
that it litB chiefly, if not vvl.ully, at idu 
door of tho Colonial OHico. Tho Bill 
empoworing tho Quton, by Order in 
Council, to confer a now Constitution 
upon British Columbia only camo up for 
' a sotsond reading on iho iSih of July, 
upon which occasion tho Colonial Min- 
iater was taken to task for tho doLy 
which so impotlant a ra^usuro had ex- 
perienced, it having been introduced in 
May last 1 From thoao facts three 
" things must be tolerably clear: G.)ver. 
nor M-UBgrnve must havo pluc-d the 
matter in tho hands ot Uor Majesiy's 
Govornmont with oonsidorable proiupti- 
tnde • the Bill could barely have passed 
through Parliament before proroeatiou, 
ontholOib August ; and thcrcfo.c, as- 
suming that Uer ALijosty in Council 
gavo tho subject immediate lU' on lion, a 
thing not very probable, thero iuis been 
baroly time .'or ibo now constituiiou to 
reach tho Colony. Bow, one must as- 
sume ignorance of all these facts on the 
part of our contemporary, in order to 
jaslify his repeated attacks upon the 
local Government the-oanent. Yot we 
cannot do this, for on tho 24th ot Aug- 
uBt ho informed bis readers of the laot 
that I he Bill only came up for a second 
reading on the 18th of July, although it 
had been introduced in M y. Under all 
the circumstances it is scarcely fair, it is 
not oven honest, nn the purl ot our eoii>^ 
temporary to becontinually abusing tliu 
local Governn.cnt for the non-ap[ ear- 
ancd of the new constitaiion. The delay 
is undoubtedly aggravating, especially to 
an ardent politician tiauntcd by a feeling 
of insecurity; but it, is, after all, nothing 
new. It is only cne of tho ordinary 
concomitants of Downing-S.reet rule, 
and certainly does not posses* the charm 
of novelty in this oommuoity. la so far 
as the curdiual provisions of tho new 
ConaliialioD are concerned, ihoy have 
long since beeu indicated in theso col- 
umns with a considorublo degree ot 
clearuesB, and our comemporury has, 
himself, been cnabljd to take its 
dimensions with a sufficient degree 
of accuracy to lool justified in ohiist- 
ening it tho " six-bynmo ConsMiu- 
tioo.»» It i^ rather inconhidteiit, lliero- 
foro, to profoas suoli an uecuraio 
knowledge of tho new Conr-tiiiition as 
to warmul uumeaeurod eoudeuinaiion ol 
it, and, at l^he same time,, affeoi.so much 
ignorance of it as to juslif^" his con- 
,. Btani abuse of tue Goveronoeol ter keep- 
' log the country wholly in the dark, iim 
the o centriciiioa ot our contemporary, in 
dealing with the new or six-by-niiiu 
Conbiitution,tuko a wider and oveu m ;ro 
pronounced form. In his earlier arti» 
clea bo denounced i( as evil and oaly 
evil, calculated to 'deprive tlie people 
" of the right to manage their o -vn affairs 
to a-< great un extent as now,' and up- 
pealed to ibo colonisiH to ceornfuliy 
reject it as an insult to iboir munbood. 
No longer ago than Saturday heallu* 
dod to it in similar terms of noquallfied 
.condemnation; and yet he concludes 
his leading article ot yesterday by as- 
sorting that if 'n-.gislered ri'sidunial 
manhood ' * 'were luuilc iho qunlili 
cation ot the electors in Hio now tJoiisii- 
tutiou, all would be satisfied, and everj 
interest would bo reproseuted.' What! 
Tae ' aix-by»uiue OonBtilution ' satisfy 
all, and enable every mtere^t to be rop- 
rcHonted! I So our contemporary, nftur 
all his abuse cf t.uo now Consiituiion, on 
account of tho sinallness of tho repro- 
sentution it proposOH giving to tho pto^ 
pie and the predominating and danger- 
. , OUB power it would give the Govern- 
ment in. the Legislature, now thinks it 
will satisfy everybody if only thoquiU- 
iflcation lor oloctorb — a matter io 
which he referred a few days ago as u 
triflinti detail, a purely stereotyped de- 
tail which a pair of scissors and a so- 
lioitor could readily supply— be in nc- 
cordanoe with hisdiotnml So this mon- 
Bter grievance has bten reduced to a 
more matter of stereotyped detail. NVoll; 
there is some saliBfactiou iu being Ua> 
Bured that all is serene «0; far. _ Wo 
must, however, bo permitted to dis-'ent 
from'lhia viovr. That the now Consti- 
tution is such as, in every other respect, 
, .will satisfy all and enable every intereHl 
'" 'to be fairly roproHtntod, wo utterly and 
empha'.ically dony; but that it may an. 
Bwer tho purpusc-i of a up^ro iriui.-iuon 
Btato, a stop from tbo chrysalis to tho 
inll'fledged Btfkte,we admit. A wqr^ about 
this franchise, "which now forms the solo 
dinioullj, and respeoiinK which our contem- 
porary has beon 60 uirribly oxaroincd (or 
Bevetal WtoUa. A litil) txainiiiaiion will 
ibow that the oolunisis Imvo not beeu left to 
arope in absQial'J murk on ibis point, 'i'lic 
■leBiaas with which His Excelloney opened 
the Ittit sefBioa of itie Lofjlalativo Council 
ooataiaed a proliy oloat intimation that tbo 



British tosidenis of tha colony would be in- 
vited to slaol a majority of tbo racmbora to 
compose tbe naxi Uounoilj and ibat ioti- 
raatioD,'.takeo^in coninnotion with BBoil-offi- 
cial ntterarces made by His Kxcolloncy, 
luiives little or no room Io doubt that tbe 
vary frauoliiso wliioh our oonteraporary so 
oarneatly reoommend-i in liia ls»uo of yester- 
day will be tbe qunlifieation for voters at the 
next elootion. Nor can we well conocive 
Ibat he, himself is really ignornDt of theio 
laotB — holds any oilier opinion. To handle 
offioial misdoing without gloves becomes es- 
pecially the duty of a pablio journaliat 
iiodor such a syslem of Govarnmeni aa ob* 
tains here. A free and independent press 
oODstituies almost Ibe solo channel Ihrongh 
which popular seutimont can bo made to 
rauch the Escculivo. The press is a great 
power when propsrly directed; but, in order 
to be powerful, it must be condaoted with 
justice, moderation, and decency. This dilly- 
dallying about Ibe new OcDititutioa with 
which the Cjlony is to be carried into tbe 
Dominion is extremely annoying ; and no 
ono would be more dispoaed than tbo present 
wriier lo BDirandveri in the sevtffcst terms, 
uponlibn conduct cf tbe Governor, were we 
satisfied that the blame losied with him.
